Frem Chattanooga. 
Caicaco, Jan. 13th. 


A Chattanooga telegram of the 11th, 
says: Longstreet is fortifying at Bulls 
Gap. It is rumored that he is reinforced 
by 12,000 infantry. His entire force is 
now estimated at 46,000, of which 12,000 
are cavalry. <A squad of rebel cavalry, at 
Cleveland, last Saturday, conscripted 
every able bodied man for the service. 
The railroads between Chattanooga and 
Bridgeport will be in running order this 
week. 

State of Feeling in Charleston. 

Boston, Jan. 13th. 

Letters received in this city from a 
Clergyman who established himself at 
Charleston with a family a short time 
before the rebellion, gives touching details 
of the anguish and suffering of the inhabi- 
tants of that place, many of whom hope 
and pray for redemption, even at the 
hands of the Yankees. In his opinion the 
time is rapidly approaching when it will 
be found necessary to give up the city to 
save the people from absolute starvation. 
Of course all that can leave the place will, 
but many haven’t means, neither have they 
any place of refuge. 

Serenade to Gen. Meade. 
Jan. 13th. 

On the occasion of a seranade last night, 
Gen. Meade made a brief speech urging 
his hearers to use every effort to fill the 
ranks before spring, as the only means to 
put an end to the rebellion during the 
present year..- 

Interesting News Items. 
New York, Jan. 13. 

At a full meeting of the Democratic 

National Committee last night, it was 


unanimously voted to hold a National 
Convention at Chicago on the 4th of July. 
The Times’ special, says: General 
Hancock has gone North to arrange mea- 
sures in several States wher his corps 
was recruited to increase its number to 
90,060, the whole number to be destined 
for special service. Gen. Burnside has 
authority to do the same. | 


A Washington letter to the Tribune, 
says: It has been decided to remove the 
rebel Capitol to Columhia, South Carolina. 
The writer is a Union man, lately from 
the South, where he had been a Clerk in 
the rebel War Departnrent. He also says : 
The gunboats and the iron clads at Rich- 
mond are, with one exception, ready for 
service. Qn the 17th ult., they were 
ordered to make a demonstration on Hamp- 
ton Roads, but after proceeding a few 
tniles below dangérous bluffs, (?) the order 
countermanded. 


A special to the Herald from Washing- 
ton, says : Desertions from the rebel army 
continue as frequent as heretofore. One 
entire Georgia regiment had made ar- 
rangements to cross to our forces Friday 
night, if they were placed on picket, but 
the opportunity was not offered, probably 
because the design became known. 


Dispatches from Gen. Kelley’s depart- 
ment, West Virginia, says, scouts report 
that Gen. Early is falling back, up the 
Shenandoah, and all fears from him are at 
an end, 


State of Johnson’s Army---Desire 
of the Georgians to Return to the 


Union. 
Curcaco, Jan. 13th. 


Georgia letters of the 28th ult., repre- 
sent the rebel army quictly encamped near 
Dalton and Tunnell Hill recovering from 
the lastdefeat. Deserters report Johnson 
very active in collecting stragglers and 
deserters and re-organizing his army. His 
caverly are scouring the mountains and 
valleys in search of deserters, very few of 
whom are recovered. They are daily 
making their way to our lines. Among 
the poorer classes of Georgians a fearful 
state of destitution is said to exist. De- 
nunciation of the rebellion and rebel 
government is loud and emphatic, especi- 
ally where there is no military surveillance 
over them. Intelligent men, refugees from 
the interior of the State, estimate that 
fully two-thirds of the population, if 
allowed a fair expression of opinion, weuld 
elect to return to the Union. Thousands 
of Union men are serving against their 
will in the Georgia Militia, who if oppor- 
tunity offered, would desert the sinking 
ship and swell the ranks of the Federal 
army. 

A Battle Imminent in East Ten- 
messee. 
Jan. 13th. 


The Enquirer's Chattanooga special, of 
the 12th, says: Affairs in East Tennessee 
are exciting. A heavy cavalry fight oc- 
curred near Strawberry Plains, Sunday. 
The enemy was repulsed with serious loss. 
Longstreet has been heavily reinforced 
from the armies of Lee and Johnson. His 
Headquarters are at Red Bridge. Pickets 
front each other at Blair’s Cross Roads, 
twenty miles north-east of Knoxville. 
Longstreet’s position is a splendid one 
presenting the river and mountain front. 
Johnson presents a bold front at Tunnell 
Hill. 

A Dalton dispatch, also says: That

CARD FROM WM. A. HICKMAN. 

_ Editor Daily Vedette :—Allow me briefly to reply 
to the scurrilous allegatioos made by Jason Luce 
against me, gt the time of his execution, on the 
12th instant. I should, perhaps, regard it as be- 
neath my notice to reply to any such unjustifiable 
and unfounded statements:~ What I have done for 
Jason Luce, is known to hundreds, and when I say 
that every effort on my part was exerted in his 
behalf, I state what many in this community know 
to be the truth,, The record of the Court shows 
my efforts during the trial. After the verdict, I 
made application to Chief Justice Titus for a writ 
of habeas corpus, basing the same on the fact that 
the Probate Court had no legal existence, and 
certainly had no jurisdiction in criminal cases such 
as this one, with eight other points fully stated in 
the application signed by Luce’s father. Judge 
Titua, contrary to my expectations, refused to 
grant the writ, and then I prepared and circulated 
a petition to the Governor as a last resort. This, 
too, was refused, and there was no help and noth- 
ing further that could be done by me. These 
facts and bona fide efforts are patent to all, and 
were known to Luce. The question arises, what 
worked upon Luce to change his mind and suspect 
me of unfairness. He was confined in his cell and 
could know nothing of the matter except from 
other parties. Were his suspicions roused by fair 
means, or by some miserable, sneaking, villifying 
scoundrel, who thus sought to arouse the hate of 
the prisoner, and the vindictive passions of his 
brothers? Was it a mean, grovelling attempt to 
stigmatize my character, by some whispering, 
cowardly enemy, or was it the just indignation of 
© man who had in reality been betrayed? I leave 
it to the public to judge, conscious of the sincerity 
of my actions in behalf of Luce, whom I endeav- 
ored faithfully to serve, and believe that I did. 
Were it at all necessary I would refer to the 
records in the case, to the Governor, to the hun- 
dreds whom I brought to sign the petition for 
commutation of sentence, and to the junior coun- 
sel, Judge Appleby. But the whole thing is a 
fabrication, a mean effort to injure me by men 
who have not the manliness to openly charge me 
with what they whispered covertly in Luce’s ears. 
Should a day of reckoning come with these vil- 
lains, as I hope it may, the whole truth will be ex- 
posed, and I will brand them in public as their 
acts so richly merit. , 

Whether Luce has made any confession, I do not 
know. I have tried to find it out, but in vain, and 
am inclined to think he made no confession, as in- 
timated in your paper. WM. A. HICKMAN,

We hope yet to publish it, when the parties who 
hold the confession come to appreciate the fact 
that they are wronging both the dead and the 
living by withholding it,—Editor Vedette.]

The 
Committee of Ways and Means is strong- 
ly inclined to reduce all the estimates in 
their hands. Great reductions will be 
made in the Naval and Military Appro- 
priation Bills.

Hovse—The House resumed the consid- 
eration of the joint resolution, reported 
from the Judicial Committee to make the 
Confiscation Act conform to the Constitu- 
tion, so the forfeiture of estates shall con- 
tinue only during the life-time of the offend- 
ers. Cox argued that the confiscation sys- 
tem had proved an utter failure, and be- 
cause this failed, this House was called to 
adopt another measure to stimulate the re- 
bellion, and to destroy what little Union 
feeling there was in the South. Davis of 
Indiana, replied, saying: From the course 
of Cox and the majority on his side, no sup- 
portof the Administration was to be ex- 
pected from them, and when they tendered 
their support, he (Davis) would look upon 
it with success.

Senate.—Senator offered a 
Joint Resolution of the California Legis- 
lature in relation to tax on native wines.

Wilkinson introduced a bill to extend 
the Northern Indian Superintendency, so 
that it may include the Territory of Daco- 
tah. Referred to Committee on Territo- 
ries. 

Wilson withdrew his amendment and 
proviso, on the original amendment of the 
Military Committee. Striking out the three 
hundred dollar clause, was rejected by 20 
against 11. Sherman’s amendment came 
up, which strikes out section four, of the 
original bill, and provides that persons 
furnishing substitutes should be liable to 
draft, in future calls, and raises.‘ the com- 
mutation to five hundred dollars. How- 
ard’s motion, retaining the three hundred 
dollar clause of the old bill, was adopted, 
by 23 to 14, in lieu of Sherman’s amend- 
ment.

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POSTAGE CURRENCY. 

The following regulations have been 
issued by the Treasury Department, for 
the information of all persons desiring to 
exchange mutilated postage currency, for 
either greenbacks, or the miserable substi- 
tute recently provided : 


REGULATIONS FOR THE REDEMPTION OF MUTILA- 
TED POSTAGE CURRENCY. | 

Fractional notes, commonly known as 
postage currency, can be exchanged if not 
mutilated, in sums less than five dollars. 
Defaced notes, in whole are not con con- 
sidered as mutilated; nor is an evidently 
accidental injury, not reducing the note 
by more than one-tenth its original size, 
regarded asa mutilation. Mutilated frac- 
tional notes will be redeemed at the Treas- 
ury of the United States, at the City of 
Washington, under the following regula- 
tions, established as necessary guards 
against fraud, and for the protection of the 
community : 

1. Fragments of a note will not be 
redeemed unless it shall be clearly evident 
that they constitute one-half or more of 


one original note; in which case notes, | 
however mutilated, will be redeemed in| 
proportion to the whole note, reckoning | 


by fifths. 

2. Mautilations less than one-tenth will 
be disregarded, unless fraudulent; but 
any mutilation which destroys more than 
one-tenth of the original note, will reduce 


the redemption valwe of the note by onc- | 


fifth its face value. 
3. Mutilated notes presented for re- 
demption, must be in sums not less than 


' $3 00 of the original full face valme.
